It  was  said  that  I  as  a  sophomore  could  not  be  a 
successful  editor.  It  was  also  said  that  mv  knowledge  oi 
business  and  finance  was  inadéquate  to  successtu  v 

produce  a  yearbook.  _  , 

I  give  praise  and  thanks  to  Jéhovah  the  Almighty  God 
(Psalms  83:18  King  James  Version)  for  the  knowledge  of 
photography,  vearbooks,  business  and  finance  and  tor  the 
abilitv  to  endure  the  trials  and  tribulations  I  experienced 
due  to  persons  who  had  plotted  to  make  the  1980  yearbook 

a  failure.  .  ,  , 

There  was  an  increase  of  over  sixty  pages  in  the  book, 

also  there  are  sixty-five  pages  of  color,  an  increase  of  more 
than  fifty  pages  of  color  over  last  year  s  book.  The  covei 
totaled  expenses  of  over  five  thousand  dollars.  Also,  the 
1980  vearbook  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  hâve  a  major 
autographing  project.  The  book  is  completely  different  f rom 
the  yearbooks  of  the  part.  This  was  one  of  the  reasons  for 
the  book  having  the  title  of  The  New  Image. 

My  major  goal  as  editor-in-chief  was  to  produce  a 
yearbook  that  would  reflect  the  character  of  the  1980  year 
and  serve  as  a  collection  of  memories  that  wdl  warm  the 
hearts  of  the  Dillard  Family  in  the  years  to  corne 

There  is  much  in  the  line  of  improvements  and  additions 
that  could  be  added  to  up  grade  the  qualitv  of  the 
publication.  It  is  my  hope  that  the  1981  staff  is  given 
permission  to  increase  the  size  of  the  yearbook  Such  an 
increase  is  needed  to  more  effectively  capture  the  year  and 
to  allow  more  room  for  creativity.  I  am  grieved  over  the 
fact  that  a  larger  increase  in  the  number  of  pages  had  been 


denied  to  this  year’s  staff,  for  we  could  hâve  had  the 
benefit  of  three  thousand  dollars  if  not  more. 

I  apologize  for  the  administration  concerning  the  more 
than  five  months  delay  in  the  students  receiving  tlien 
yearbooks.  It  was  no  fault  of  the  staff  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  not  us  who  had  delayed  the  signing  of  the  contrats  for 
three  months  or  more.  Also,  it  was  not  the  staff  who  for 
two  months  delayed  the  processes  for  us  to  receive  the 
necessary  equipment  needed  in  producing  a  yearbook. 

I  would  like  to  give  personal  thanks  to  the  following, 

Mrs.  Nancy  Wilson  and  Mr.  Lou  Rawls  for  personally 
autographing  our  yearbooks;  Dr.  Piliawsky,  who 
continuously  offered  his  assistance  but  didn  t  receive  an 
opportunity  to  assist  with  the  book  until  it  had  corne  traie 
to  proofread  the  finished  product:  Mrs.  Broussard,  trulv  an 
asset  to  Dillard  University,  a  fine  woman  and  a  fnend  who 
honestly  had  faith,  trust  and  confidence  in  me;  Miss  Vakla 
Slack,  what  a  woman,  an  office  partner  and  a  good  fnend; 
Dr.  Cook,  for  his  personal  concern  for  the  year-book,

The  yearbook  is 
printed  by  Hunter  Publishing  Company,  Winston-Salem, 
North  Carolina.  The  1980  budget  was  $21,168.00.
